A week ago last Saturday Jessie Som- 
mers, a young Miss of about 16. went to 
Cincinnati from Elizaville to viiit her 
uncle. Thomas Farrell. who is connected 
with the D. H. Baldwin Piano Company. 

Thursday evening previously Misi 
Sommers had called on Dr. U. C. Kehoe 
at Fleroingsburg. who is a great friend of 
her stepfather, Thomas C. Dougherty, but 
who had never met Miss Sommers until 
that evening, when she introduced her- 
self. She called on Dr. Kehoe profes- 
sionally, but he had company and could 
not attend to her case, and advised her to 
consult her uncle, Dr. Riveland, who 
lives near her home. 

After that she went to her other uncle 
in Cincinnati. 

She wrote to Dr. Kehoe that it wae 
very important that she should see him, 
and was desirous of consulting him. 

Business made it necessary for the 
Doctor to be in Cincinnati and he sent 
her a special delivery letter to that effect, 
ppointing as the place of meeting the 
Palace Hotel. 

She told her uncle that she had an en 
gagement with a Mr. Armstrong and his 
two daughters of Flemingsburg to go 
opping, and was to meet them at the 
Palace Hotel.
